WASHINGTON, July 18.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt disclosed today that 
he was using his “discretionary” 
national defense fund to improve 
flying fields at strategic points in 
Latin America for possible use in 
hemispherical] défense. 

The disclosure amplified the tes- 


timony of Gen. George C. Marshall, 
chief of staff, before the. Senate 
Military Affairs Committee yester- 
jay, that the United States was 
inancing air bases in Brazil. 
Heretofore, this had been a closely 
guarded military secret, and the 
State Department, as late as Mon- 
day, said news reports about Amer- 
ican acquisition of air bases im 
Brazil or Uruguay were untrue, 
The State Department’s disavow- 
als were technically correct. This 
Government has not acquired air 
bases in these countries. Accord- 
ing to Gen, Marshall, the President 
has helped Pan American Airways 
finance improvements in Latin 
America, and the assumption is 
that these privately held fields 
will be available to our military | land, 
and naval flyers in the event of an 
attack on this hemisphere. 
Declines to Name Amount. 
When the President was asked 
at his press conference today 
whether improvements to flying 
fields other than those in Brazil 
were being financed from his “dis- 
cretionary” fund, he replied that 
he could not answer that question. 
He told reporters to write merely 
that these fields were being im- 
proved at strategic points for 
hemispherical defense. He also de- 
clined to disclose how much was 
being spent on these fields.

U.S: EXPERTS THINK BISMARCK 
HAD 135 WATER-TICHT CELLS 
‘UNSINKABLE’ 


35 Torpedo Hits Were Needed to Send Nazi 
Warship Down, Reports Indicate—Ameri- 
can Patrol Boat Four Miles From Craft 
During Battle, Was Used as Screen.

WASHINGTON, July 18. 


HE reason the Bismarck was risked in the Atlantic was that the 


Skoda tanks of the Nazi invaders 
France. 


Such is the conclusion which may 
be drawn from evidence pieced 
together out of stories told by Ger- 
man survivors and competent 
American eye-witnesses who beheld 
various phases of the far-flung en- 
gagement. Some of them were 
able to inspect the Bismarck from 
a range as short as four miles. 

For protection, it is said, Ger- 
man naval architects relied not so 
much on armor as an unprecedent- 
ed multiplication of water-tight 
compartments with pressure doors. 
The hull is declared to have been 
honeycombed with something like 
135 of these independent cells, 


Lessons of Battle. 


The result, according to present 
information, is that it took no less 
than 35 hits with torpedoes to 
send the Bismarck to the bottom. 
A standard estimate is that four 
such hits would be fatal to a bat- 
tleship of the first World War, 
and that eight would sink a mod- 
ern craft of the type of the King 
George V or the newest American 
capital ship, North Carolina. 

Only by the narrowest of mar- 
gins, the account proceeds, did the 
Bismarck fail to beat off all at- 
tacks and find haven in the har- 
bor of Brest. Another three hours 
of cruising would have placed the 
vessel inside the zone of Nazi 


coast, but the lucky hit of an 
aerial torpedo which disabled the 
steering gear halted the battleship 
and doomed it to destruction. The 
Bismarck is said to have been 
hunted by a force consisting of 
four or five battleships, a dozen 
cruisers, a horde of destroyers, 
four airplane carriers and land- 
—* aviation from Newfound- 
Iceland, ' the British Isles and 
Gibraltar. 

The Bismarck cleverly availed 
itself of the presence of American 
patrol boats, the story is, by ma- 
neuvering whenever possible to 
place them as a screen between 
itself and British men-of-war, 
which were thereby compelled to 
cease firing. The German battle- 
ship is said to have refrained also 
from firing over American sur- 
face craft. 

One sucn vessel was called to 
the scene by an S O § stating that 
17 merchant ships had been sunk. 
The inhumanity of modern war at 
sea has become such ‘that ships in 
convoy are forbidden to stop and 
rescue survivors floating in the 
water. In the war zone such rés- 
cues are now almost entirely in 
the hands of American patrols. 
This particular ship, somewhere 
south of Denmark strait, separat- 
ing Greenland and Iceland, sud 
denly found itself. with the Bis- 
marck four miles away. on ‘one 
side and British warships another 
four miles distant on the other. 
Neither of the combatants fired a 
shot over the American vessel. 

7 Planes Shot Down. 

Observers from the United 
States dwell on the appalling fury 
and savagery of new marine war- 
fare, as witnessed in this epic con- 
flict, and on the audacity dis- 
played by English boys of 17 and 
18 manning that suicide craft, the

German Admiralty believed it had at last devised an unsinkable 
battleship—a veritable super-tank of the sea, with a displacement of 
50,000 tons and speed of %35 knots, which would be able to smash 
through anything the British navy could oppose to it, as the 80-ton 


crushed the armored battalions of 


torpedo airplane. The decks of the 
Bismarck, they say, were thronged 
with anti-aircraft guns which en- 
veloped it from stem to stern in 
a ring of flame and steel. Into 
this inferno they saw eight planes 
dive low on one occasion and skim 
along some 20 feet above the sur- 
face in the hope of sending their 
torpedoes home. Seven: of these 
planes were instantly shot to 
pieces, and only one returned. 

American eye-witnesses also ac- 
claim the courage of officers and 
men on a second suicide craft, the 
destroyer. It was not gunfire that 
dispatched the Bismarck, they as- 
sert, but torpedoes fired by de- 
stroyers that swarmed in on the 
stricken monster, the batteries of 
which were still blazing when it 
plunged beneath the sea. Many 
of the destroyers were hit, it. is 
declared, but the Bismarck could 
not sink them all. The survivors 
finally placed enough torpedoes to 
send the battleship down. 

The British have not published 
their losses in this long-running 
battle, but they are believed to 
have been high, particularly in de- 
stroyers and planes, That is, in 
addition to the destruction of the 
outdated battle cruiser Hood, the 
powder magazine of which was ex- 
ploded by a lucky shell fired by 
the Bismarck from a distance of 
13 miles. This ig rated by Amer- 
icans near the scene as “one shot 
in a million.” 


No Time for Rescues. 


Immediately after the Bismarck 
disappeared, the British forces are 
said to have scattered to the four 
winds, without stopping to save 
more than a handful of hundreds 
of Nazi sailors and marines swim-

ming in the sea. It has been} 


learned by costly experience that 
chivalry is no longer possible, since 
German planes have never hesi- 
tated to bomb énemy ships even 
when they were engaged in the 
rescue of drowning Nazis. 

The fact that the German battle- 
ship had aboard an extra force of 
about 1200 Marines is interpreted 
to signify that one of its missions 
was the landing of a shore expe- 
dition, probably in Iceland. If so, 
this information may account for 
President Roosevelt’s action in 
sending armed forces to that 
island. 

Another safety measure incorpo- 
rated in the Bismarck is declared 
to have been the scattering of its 
motors throughout the hull, so that 
no single well-placed shell could 
put its power plant out of action. 
Obsolescence Problem. 

If this account, from trained and 
expert American observers, proves 
to be true, then the Germans have 
developed a battleship relegating to

Senator Suggests $30 
Monthly Bonus for Any 
Extra Time Given to 
Military Service. 


WASHINGTON, July 18 (AP). — 
President Roosevelt announced to- 
day that he would send to Con- 
gress next week a message urging 
extended service for selectees, re- 
servists and National Guardsmen. 

He spoke to a press conference 
of the necessity of avoiding com- 
plete disintegration of the army 
and said that the burden was very 
definitely on Congress. Service of 
these men now is limited to one 
year, 

Asked whether he would recom- 
mend also that draftees and 
guardsmen be authorized to serve 


he replied in the negative. 
Norman Thomas’ View, 


At a Senate Military Committee 
hearing on legislation to remove 
the limit on length of service, Nor- 
man Thomas, Socialist party chair- 
man, asserted that, if Congress and 
the American people acquiesced in 
the occupation of Iceland by Amer- 
ican troops, “the next step will be 
bases in Ireland and Scotland, or 
Dakar in Africa, and perhaps some 
lonely posts in Siberia.” 

Appearing as the first opposition 
witness, Thomas charged that the 
prestige and opinions of Gen. 
George C. Marshall, army chief of 
staff, were being “used in a great 
game of politics” to obtain approv- 
al of the legislation... 

Gen, Marshall recommended re- 
tention of the emergency soldiers, 
in a report to the Secretary of 
War. Later, the chief of staff ad- 
vocated the step before this same 
committee. 


Downey Proposal. 

Senator Downey (Dem.), Califor- 
nia, proposed, meanwhile, that 
Congress authorize a $30 bonus for 
each month selectees, reserves and 
National Guardsmen who may be 
called upon to spend in active 
army service beyond one year. 

Offering his idea as an amend- 
ment to legislation which would re- 
tain such men on active duty, Dow- 
ney explained to the Senate 
committee that the projected 
bonus would be paid in monthly in- 
stallments after the soldiers had 
completed their extended service 
and been discharged.

WASHINGTON, July 18 (AP).— 
Hundreds of 21-year-old men who 
held draft registration number 
196 were but a few weeks from 
army service today, blind chance 
having determined that among 
750,000 of their fellows they should 
be the first to be called. 

It was settled in a national lot- 
tery last night in the Departmental 
Auditoriufh. There, at 7:08 o’clock 
a blindfolded selectee who has al- 
ready won a sergeant’s' stripes 


dipped his hand into a glass jar 
containing 800 small capsules and 
drew out one. The number it held 
was 196. Two hours and 26 min- 
utes later the drawing was finished 
by another selectee who took out 
the last capsule, holding number 


Today selective service headquar- 
ters went to work checking and re- 
checking a master list of the 800 
numbers drawn, and by the week 
end copies of this list will be sent 
to 6500 local draft boards. Their 
job will be to arrange their reg- 
istrants, enrolled July 1, in the or-' 
der of their registration numbers 
on the national. list and then in- 
tegrate them with the registrants 
remaining from the first selective 
service enrollment last October, 


Several Weeks for Classification. 


Officials said this process and 
the classification to follow — 8 
require several weeks. 
the first of the “new registrants | 
probably would be inducted into 
the army about Sept. 1. 

Brig. Gen, Lewis B. Hershey, 
deputy selective service director, 
said in opening last night's cere- 
mony that new registrants and the 
older group of men signed up last 
year constituted America’s hope 
“for protection now and security 
for the future.” Hershey’s address 
was brief, and as he finished he 
turned to Secretary of the Navy 
Knox to draw the first number. 

Knox, however, said he would 
prefer to step aside in favor of 
the senior non-commissioned offi- 
cer among 50 selectees brought in 
from nearby camps to assist in 
the drawing. In response to a 
call from Hershey, Staff Sergt. 
Robert W. Shackleton of New 
York City, stationed at Fort Dix, 
N. J., stepped forward and pulled 
out 196. 

Shortly after the first number 
was flashed over the country, city 
and hamlet began to report. Only 
}one registrant in New Hampshire 
held the number—meaning that 
only one of the draft districts 
there had as many as 196 men reg- 
istered. The distinction of being 
number one registrant for the state 
fell to Lucien. A. Parenteau of 
Manchester, a civilian carpenter’s 
helper at the Portsmouth navy 
yard, 

After officials and other digni- 
taries had drawn one number each 
the work was finished by the de- 
tail of selectees.

MOSCOW, ‘July 18 (AP).—Hand- 
to-hand bayonet combat in trench 
warfare radically aitering the Ger- 
mans’ blitzkrieg style was report- 
ed to have developed today, with 
the Red army holding on after a 
night-long battle on the long front 
from the Baltic to the Black Sea. 

As the Germans’ second sus 
tained offensive drew to the close 
of its first week, a Soviet com- 
munique reported pitched battles 
at the scenes of major action sev- 
eral days earlier—in the Pskov- 
Porkhov, Smolensk, Bobruisk and 
Bessarabian sectors. 

A dispatch from the front to 
Izvestia, the official Government 
newspaper, said a new battle situ- 
ation had arisen, with Russian 
troops digging in in individual 
trenches to escape the German ar- 
tillery and aviation and meet Nazi 
infantry with bayonets. 

Trenches Reduce Losses. 

Despite heavy German fire, Iz- 
vestia said, the Russians are 
emerging from bombardments with 
small losses as a result of these 
tactics, and one battalion was said 
to have repulsed eight successive 
German assaults that way.

Moscow Air Raid Alarm, 


Moscow had a half hour air raid 
alarm tonight but no bombs were 
dropped. The alarm sounded at 
7:05 p. m. and the all clear came 
at 7:35. 

Reports from the front said rain 
was falling, drenching the flat 
lands and marshes and threatening 
to ground the Germans’ Stukas and 
halt the tank units at the critical 
moment of the German offensive. 

The battling, contrary to recent 
days when a lull has been experi- 
enced on most sectors at dusk, rose 
to a new fierce tempo almost the 
entire length of the front. 

Only in a variation of the sectors 
where especially heavy engage- 
ments were mentioned, did the 
communique covering night opera- 
tions differ from that of yester- 
day.

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U.S. 10 BLACKLIST 
FIRMS OUTSIDE 
HEMISPHERE THAT 
HELP THE AXIS 


Plan to Include Almost All 
Nations Not in British 
Empire — First List Hit 
Nazi Reselling of Amer- 
ican Goods. 


WASHINGTON, July 18 (AP).— 
Plans to extend the United States 
blacklist of firms deemed to be 
helping Germany and Italy to 
countries outside the Western 
Hemisphere were disclosed today 
by Dean Acheson, Assistant Sgc- 


retary of State. 

Acheson, expert on economic 
questions, said lists were being 
prepared of firms and individuals 
in countries other than Latin 
America. 

These, he explained, include vir- 
tually all countries outside the 
British Empire such as Japan, 
Spain, Portugal and Sweden. 

Acheson declined to indicate how 
goon a new list would be published 
of firms and individuals to whom 
exports will be prohibited and all 
financial transactions between 
them and the United States cut off. 

Steps Reported Studied. 

Sumner Welles, Acting Secretary 
of State, had said earlier the Gov- 
ernment was considering far-reach- 
ing steps. 

Replying to questions based on 
yesterday's blacklist of 1833 firms 
and idividuals deemed to be serv- 
ing Axis interests in Latin Amer- 
ica, Welles said the general subject 
of tightening export control had 
been studied by various Govern- 
ment agencies for many months. 

Authorities said the Nazis espe- 
cially had been trying to hold on 
to their Latin American customers 
in some instances by supplying 
them with products actually made 
in this country but packaged and 
represented as German manufac- 
tures. Distribution of the black- 
list and imposition of United States 
export restrictions against the 
firms named therein was expected 
virtually to shut off this source 
of supplies for the Germans. 

The system which has been fol- 
lowed by these firms, officials said, 
was to buy in this country prod- 
ucts similar te or identical with 
those made in Germany, ship them 
to South America and resell them 
as German goods. Many articles 
made here, including such things 
as patent medicines, originally 
were developed in Germany and 
have been little changed. if at all, 


by their American manufacturers. | 


Welles announced that several 
of the American republics already 
bad co-operated in establishing ex- 
port control systems to prevent 
shipment of strategic materials 
outside this hemisphere. Argen- 
tina, Brazil, Cuba, Mexico and 
Colombia were understood to have 
taken the lead in this. 

Bolivia and Chile also have 
agreed to prohibit export outside 
the hemisphere of their strategic 
minerals and metals which the 
United States is purchasing under 
a $500,000,000 program. 

Blacklist Totals by Nations. 

The blacklist, which was made 
available for widespread circula- 
tion here and in Latin America, 
includes 288 individuals or firms 
in Argentina, 48 in Bolivia, 265 in 
Brazil, 163 in Chile, 218 in Colom- 
bia, 62 in Costa Rica, 81 in Cuba, 
19 in the Dominican Republic, 35 in 
Ecuador, 56 in Guatemala, 30 in 
Haiti, 21 in Honduras, 181 in Mex- 
ico, 50 in Nicaragua, 28 in Pan- 
ama, 13 in Paraguay, 80 in Peru, 
34 in El Salvador, 101 in Uruguay 
and 60 in Venezuela. 

Included are important German 
and Italian banks, chemical and 
pharmaceutical manufacturers, 
electrical and engineering’ firms, 
and optical, photographic and trans- 
portation organizations—all with 
branches in one or more of the 
American republics. 

Special interest attaches to nam- 
ing of several transportation or- 
ganizations which have maintained 
periodic shipping services to Italy 
or German-occupied Europe and 
reportedly carried some of the sup- 
plies the Axis has been able to 
obtain in this hemisphere. Among 
those concerns listed are: 

Deutsche Lufthansa, the German 
airline, which has subsidiary air 
routes totaling thousands of miles 
in South America. 

Lati, the Italian airline, which 
has maintained a service from Ar- 
gentina and Brazil to Italy across 
the Atlantic. 

The Hamburg-American line, 
Haphag-Lioyd and North German 
Lloyd, some of whose vessels have 
attempted to run the British block- 
ade with cargoes of needed mate- 
rials.

Hiranuma, a former Premier, 
Home Minister in the retiring Cab- 
inet and prominently identified 
with totalitarian phases of its pro- 
gram, 

Matsuoka’s successor, Toyoda, 
had been Minister of Commerce 
and Industry in the Cabinet which 
resigned two days ago. He took 
that post after a reshuffle last 
April 4 which lifted him from the 
post of Vice-Minister of the Navy. 
Today he became not only Foreign 
Minister but Minister of Overseas 
Affairs as well. The Overseas 
portfolio had been held by Kiyoshi 
Akita. 

Ousted, in addition to Matsuoka, 
were Isao Kawada, Finance Minis- 
ter; Tsuneo Kanemitsu, Welfare; 
Gotaro Ogawa, Railways, and Ki- 
yoshi Akita, Overseas Affairs. 

The last three were party men. 
Their removal meant that the 
Government had been “cleansed 
100 per cent,” as Domei, Japanese 
news agency, expressed it, of “par- 
ty influence.” 

(Konoye has led the movement 
for elimination of Japanese polit- 
ical parties. He has instituted in- 
stead a campaign for a “new na- 
tional structure” which, aside from 
being partyless, is still a vague to- 
talitarian concept so far as gen- 
eral public knowledge goes.) 

Vice-Admiral Seizo Sakonji be- 
came Minister of Commerce and 
Industry, Toyoda’s old post.

ROOSEVELT CALLS 
IN NAVY OFFICIALS 


WASHINGTON, July 18 (AP).— 
Formation of what appeared to be 
strictly a “war Cabinet” in Japan 
held the prospect today of increas- 
ing tension in the Pacific, but 
whether it presaged an immediate 
military move remained uncertain 
here. 

Officials withheld comment on 
the new predominantly military 
government under Premjer Prince 
Fumimaro Konoye until closer 
analysis of all its membership. 

President Roosevelt went over 

diplomatic reports from the Jap- 
anese capital in a conference with 
Sumner Welles, Acting Secretary 
of State, and subsequently con- 
ferred for an hour with members 
of the navy high command. 
‘ There was speculation that this 
second conference was concerned 
in part with the Far Eastern situ- 
ation, although those attending 
told reporters there was “nothing 
to say” when they left the White 
House. 

Those present were Secretary of 
the Navy Knox, Admiral Harold 
R, Stark, chief of naval operations; 
Rear Admiral Ernest J. King, com- 
mander-in-chief of the Atlantic 
fleet, and Rear Admiral Richmond 
K. Turner, chief of the War Plans 
Division of the Office of Naval 
Operations.

RAILROAD ANTETRUST 
ACTION 1S SETTLED 


Consent Decree Expected to 
Restore Freedom in Negotia- 
tions With Motor Carriers. 


WASHINGTON, July 18 (AP).— 
An anti-trust suit against the As- 
sociation of American Railroads 
and 236 member companies was 
settled today by a consent decree 
which the Justice Department said 
was expected to “restore to individ- 
ual railroads freedom of action to 
enter into direct transportation ar- 
rangements with motor carriers.” 

The decree was signed by Judge 
Bolitha J, Lews in the United 
States Dstrict Court for the Dis- 


trict of Columbia. 

Filed Oct, 25, 1939, the suit was 
based on a resolution adopted by 
the Association of American Rail- 
roads in June, 1937; which said 
in part that it was “not desirable 
for the rail carriers to enter into 
joint billing arrangements” with 
motor carriers. The association 
subsequently rescinded the resolu- 
tion and sought unsuccessfully to 
have the suit dismissed. 

The Government had charged 
that the railroads refused to es- 
tablish rates on loaded trucks, 
trailers and truck bodies and re- 
fused to establish through rates, 
joint rates and fares and joint 
billing arrangements with motor 
carriers, “al] for the purpose of 
eliminating competition and pre. 
venting the co-ordination of rail- 
road and motor carrier service.” 


HALIFAX SAYS BRITAIN BARS 
ANY HITLER PEACE OFFER 


Asserts Fuehrer Could Only Want 
Truce “to Get Into Better 
Shape to Destroy Us.” 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 18 
(AP).—Speculating on the possibil- 
ity of a peace offer by Hitler to 
Great Britain, Lord Halifax, Brit- 
ish Ambassador to the United 
States, declared today “no matter 
what terms Hitler may offer, I 
can say here and now that they 
will have no interest for us.” 

In an address before the Com- 
monwealth Club, Halifax said that, 
judging Hitler “on all past form 
we are convinced that his’ only ob- 
ject would be to secure an armis- 
tice by which he could get himself 
into better shape finally to destroy 
us. ‘That may be all right for him 
but it is no good to us or to you.”

Nazis Fire Long-Range Guns.

Nazi guns had hit one ship in the 
English Channel and forced it and 
the rest of the convoy to turn 
back.)

TO ESPIONAGE INDICTMENT! 


Trial of Others Accused Is Set for Sept. 3, 


and Bail for Each Is Fixed 
at $25,000. . 


NEW YORK, July 18 (AP)— 
Seven of 33 persons indicted on 


espionage charges linking them 
with the German Government 
pleaded guilty in United States 
District Court in Bréoklyn today 
while 23 others pleaded not guilty 
and two failed to appear. One oth- 
er previously had pleaded guilty. 

Most of the defendants had en- 
tered pleas to preliminary charges. 
Some took advantage: of the right 
to change their pleas at today’s 
arraignment on the indictment, 

The indictment contained two 
counts, one charging-the suspects 
with acting as agents for a foreign 
country without registering and 
the second, conspiracy to transmit 
information. 

All were arrested within the last 
three weeks in what Federal offi- 
cials called the nations biggest spy 
suspect roundup. They were in- 
dicted Tuesday. 

Trial Set for Sept. 3. 

United States District Judge 
Clarence G. Galston set bail at 
$25,000 each for those who pleaded 
not guilty and set Sept. 3 as trial 
date. 

Both the Court and United States 
Attorney Harold M. Kennedy op- 
posed repeated pleas by defense 
counsel for a reduction of bail. 
Judge Galston based his refusal on 
“the very serious nature of the 
case.” 

Thirty of the defendants were 
charged with having acted as 
agents of a foreign government 
without complying vith the Fed- 
eral law requiring registration of 
alien agents, 

Kennedy said at the time the 
indictment was returned that the 
alleged ring used couriers to ports 
such as Lisbon and Genoa, where 
Nazi agents were on hand to for- 
ward the information to Berlin. 

The indictment had this to say 
about the German Government: 
“The defendants conspired with 
each other and with the Govern- 
ment of the German Reich and 
with others.” 

Why Reich Was Named, 

“Although no legal action against 
the German Government is con- 
templated,” Kennedy said, “it 
would have been a sham and a 
pretense not to have named the 
Reich.” 

In intricate detail, the indict- 
ment under which the suspects 
were arraigned charged them with 
recruiting operatives, gathering 
data, receiving and dispatching in- 
formation and paying agents for 
their aid. 

The indictment said that these 
activities dated back to 1936, that 
the names of German towns often 
were used as passwords in espio- 
nage dealings: and that Europe- 
bound ships’ crews were used as 
messengers in some instances. 

The indictment and statements 
by Government officials asserted 
that German funds maintained ra- 
dio stations here and in Germany 
for transmission of United States 
defense data, that Nazi agents 
were tutored in camera usage and 
the making of microphotographic 
copies and that German funds sup- 
ported mail depots for the receipt 
of information in foreign countries 
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and for a specially devised system 
for paying off spies. 
Two Held Elsewhere, 

The two suspects who did not 
appear in court are in custody else- 
where, They are Edmund Carl 
Heine, a German-born naturalized 
citizen, formerly a representative 
for the Ford Motor Co. and the 
Chrysler Corporation in Germany 
and Spain, who is in Detroit, and 
Bertram Wolfgang Zenzinger, a 
British subject from the Union of 
South Africa, who was arrested by 
Federal agents at Los Angeles last 
April 16, entered a plea of guilty 
to violation of the registration act 
and was sentenced by a Federal 
court to serve 18 months. 

Those who pleaded guilt} today 
were: Axel Wheeler-Hill, New 
York; Alfred E. Brokhoff, West 
New York, N. J., guilty on first 
count, not guilty on second; Paul

In each district, new cards 
will be intermingled at regular 
intervals with the older cards. 
Instead of being scattered 
throughout the entire range of 
present order numbers, how- 
ever, they will be mixed only 
with the latter part of the list, 
following the order number of 
the last man actually con- 
scripted in each district before 
July 1. This man’s order num- 
ber becomes the “key number” 
for that draft district. 

The interval at which new 
ecards will be placed will vary 
in different draft districts, be- 
ing obtained by dividing the 
number of new registrants into 
the number of older cards hav- 
ing order numbers higher than 
the “key number.” 

Each board will take the list 
of S numbers as drawn. last 
night and strike out all num- 
bers higher than the highest 
supplementary number in. its 
district, leaving only numbers 
actually held by registrants in 
the district.

Stewart C, Lorton, who succeed- 
ed Leo W. Quick as business agent 
of the East St. Louis Boiler Mak- 
ers’ Union after Quick’s still un-, 
solved murder more than three 
years ago, surrendered last. night 
at Decatur, Ill, ona conspiracy 
indictment in connection with the 
bombing of a pipe line of the Texas 
Empire Co. 
With Lorton’s surrender, it be- 
came known that three of the 12 
persons indicted—four of them un- 
ion business agents—have been ac- 
tive here and on the East Side. 
The other two known here, as 
was told yesterday, are George 
Diehl, former East St. Louis police- 
man, bodyguard for the murdered 
Quick and now a member of Lor- 
ton’s union, and George L. Bruns, 
Granite City bartender. Bruns fig- 
ured in the investigation of the 
unsolved murder of George J. Ap- 
pleton who was found shot to death 
in October, 1936, beside an electri- 
cal transmission line tower in St. 
Louis County. He and Diehl are 
former convicts. 

Bonds for Accused Men. 

Lorton gave bond of $20,000 and 
was released. The bond was pro- 
vided by three professional bonds- 
men, two from East St. Louis and 
one from Decatur. 
Other business agents indicted 
were George Goods of the Spring- 
field Hoisting Engineers, Harry 
Meissenhelter of the Decatur Com- 
mon Laborers, and Mack Ray of 
the Decatur Teamsters. All are 
American Federation of Labor af- 
filiates. 
In arranging for Ray’s release, 
two of his associates astounded the 
Decatur sheriff by handing over 
$20,000 in $1000 bills. No one at 
the courthouse could recall when a 
larger cash bond had been posted. 
The money was paid by John Rus- 
so, business agent of the Chicago 
truck drivers’ Local No. 705 and 
Michael Ronan, union organizer.

Southern Pacific to Retain Control 
~ Of Cotton Belt Under 1.C.C. Plan 


Will Hold Securities 


Old Stock Wiped Out, But Western Line 


With Voting Power 


Because It Paid Old Debt. 


¢ Under the Interstate Commerce 
Commission’s proposed plan of re- 
organization for the St. Louis 
Southwestern (Cotton Belt) Rail- 
road, announced Wednesday at 
Washington, control would remain 
with the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road, despite the wiping out of 
the old Cotton Belt stock, of which 
Southern Pacific owns 87 per cent. 

Preservation of Southern Pa- 
cific’s dominant position comés 
from the fact that in 1932 it guar- 
anteed Cotton Belt’s note for. $17,- 
882,250 to the Reconstraction Fi- 
nance Corporation, and in 1936 was 
required ‘to pay the debt. On pay- 
ment of the loan, Southern Pacific 
received the collateral that had 
been held by the RFC—about $23,- 
903,000 of St. Louis Southwestern 
general and refunding “gold” 
bonds. 7 

The claim of Southern Pacific 
against Cotton Belt for the prin- 
cipal of the note plus interest, has 
been upheld by the courts. The 
total is’now $23,456,025. 

Under ,the proposed reorganiza- 
tion plam the bonds which Southern 
Pacific ds as collateral are en- 
titled to the following new securi- 
ties: $4,313,535 principal amount of 
new 4 per cent 50-year bonds out 
of a total issue of $14,687,714; 
$7,187,632 par value in new pre- 
ferred stock out of a total of $18,- 
750,022; $10,399,717 par.-value of 
new common stock out of a total 
of $18,750,339. 

Both classes of stock would have 
equal voting power, share for 
share. Southern Pacific’s allot- 
ment of the common is 55 per cent 
of the total and its allotment of 


preferred is 37 per cent of the to- 
tal. These combined holdings 
would constitute 46 per cent of the 
total voting power. Although leas 
than a majority, this proportion 
concentrated in one ownership, 
with the rest scattered among 
many owners, would mean actual 
control, 

The plan will be referred to 
United States District Judge 
Charlies B. Davis at St. Louis, who 
will set a date for hearing any 
objections by interested parties. If 
Judge Davis approves the plan, it 
will be sent back to the ICC for 
submission to creditors. To be- 
come effective it must be approved 
in balloting by creditors holding 
two-thirds of the amount of claims 
in each of the various classes, and 
finally must be confirmed by the 
court. The eliminated stockhold- 
ers would not participate in the 
balloting. 


The question of physical con- 
solidation of the Cotton Belt and 
Southern Pacific systems was con- 
sidered by the ICC in its prepara- 
tion of a reorganization plan. Chair- 
man Joseph B. Eastman, although 
approving the plan in general, 
wrote a dissenting opinion because 
the plan did not provide for con- 
solidation.

Gain Not Up to ‘Steam 
Shovel’ World War Days.

WASHINGTON, July 18 (AP).— 

An official of the Todd Shipyard 
Corporation acknowledged before a 
Senate committee yesterday that 
his company’s profits on some 
Government ship repairs hag 
ranged as high as 40 per cent. 
James E. Barnes, Washington 
representative of the concern, 
quickly explained, however, that 
the reason was the basing of 
charges on a much smaller volume 
of work than was finally given the 
company. 
When a great volume of new 
work was awarded, he said, profits 
soared and the company agreed 
to readjust the rates so that prof- 
its would be only 10 per cent on 
further work. 

In response to questions from 
Hugh Fulton, counsel for the Sen- 
ate committee investigating de- 
fense progress, Barnes conceded 
that the Todd profits on the first 
of the repair work had been “out- 
rageous.” 

Offered to Give Some Back. 

“We offered to give some of it 
back,” he added, “but our lawyers 
advised us that we couldn’t give 
it back because we would have to 
pay income tax on it anyway.” 

At the same time, he said, even 
these profits did not compare with 
those of World War days. 

“In the World War,” he said, 
“if it hadn’t been for taxes, we 
couldn’t have handled our profits 
With a steam shovel.” 

Barnes testified that Todd had 
received Government and British 
contracts for 306 ships at an esti- 
mated construction cost of $688,- 
337,000 and that the maximum 
profit on them would be $23,587,- 
134. * 

On “Ugly Duckling” ships—

IN WAR ON RUSSIA 


Supplies Already Cut, Se- 
vere Depletion Likely if 
Conflict Goes Into Fall, 
Official Asserts. 


LONDON, July 18 (AP).—Ger- 
mMmany’s armies and air force are 
threatened with a severe oil and 
fuel shortage if the Russian cam- 
paign continues through Septem- 
ber, a Ministry of Economic War- 
fare source asserted today.

Cashmore, who served as a fire 
watcher at night, said the people 
took. the bombings philosophically, 
even wage in the directions 
taken by Nazi planes and main- 
tained a “miraculous morale,” 
tertaining. no doubt of Hitler's 
ultimate defeat. - 

Consulting a little black book 
in which he keeps a record of 
Nazi raids, Cashmiore said that 
Birmingham had been bombed 190 
days in the past 12 months. . He 
worked as a fire watcher until 4 
o'clock on the morning of June 13 
leaving for the United States two 
hours later; he will return July 29. 

“To tell the truth,” Cashmore 
said, “you get used to it. You get 
callous. If you didn’t you would 
go under. The hardest thing is 
sitting in a cellar doing nothing. 
You hear the whistling’ of a high 
explosive. It sounds as though it 
were directed at you. Then, when 
it explodes some place else, one 
gets a feeling of exhilaration.” 

Neighbors, once reserved, have 
become friendly, Cashmore said; 
they no longer “need to be intro- 
duced.” Health of the people, he 
continued, has improved, partly 
because “we eat less and get plenty . 
of fresh air watching for incen- 
diary bombs and patrolling the 
roads.” 

Twelve of the 30 libraries under 
his supervision, Cashmore said, 
have been hit by incendiary bombs, 
but damage was confined to the

destruction of one roof and the 
loss of 12 books, “because the fire- 
men poured too much water.” Win- 
dows of another library were blown 
out when a bomb hit nearby. Once, 
he recalled, an incendiary, 18 
inches long, lit on his front door. 
He threw some sand at it, but his 
aim was poor and his sister re- 
moved her slipper and hammered 
it out. 

Cashmore, who attended the re- 
cent conference of the American 
Library Association in Boston, vis- 
ited Charles H. Compton, public 
librarian of St. Louis, while here. 
He commended the St. Louis li- 
brary’s facilities and said he was 
impressed by the beauty of the 
American countryside and _ the 
friendliness of the people. 

The British public, Cashmore 
said, is behind Prime Minister 
Churchill, “almost to a man.” 

“Why, in England,” he added,

RUSSIAN SUICIDE. UNT 
REPORTED WIPED OUT 
AFTER AMBUSHING “FOE 


BERLIN, July 18 (AP). 


GERMAN force operating 

in the region of Leningrad 

reported today it had de- 
stroyed a Russian suicide unit 
organized for particularly des- 
perate undertakings. 

The Russians, who called 
themselves “Popov’s annihila- 
tion battalion,” lay quietly in 
the woods and, after the first 
of the-Germans passed, made a 
surprise assault on motor col- 
ums, the report said. 

The Germans said that the 
woods were mined and that the 
Reds were armed with machine 
guns, pistols, hatchets and bot- 
tles of corrosive acids. The 
German report said the woods 
were leveled by artillery fire 
and “only a few remained alive 
to be taken prisoner.”

THE ARMY IN THE HANDS OF CONGRESS 


HERE is not the slightest 
T erouns for recrimination over 
Gen. ‘Mersball’s request that 
Congress. should extend the service 
of the men in the, Army. In en- 
acting -the Selective Service Act 
Congress expressly laid. down the 
rule, as a matter of fact, by 
amending the original bill, that 
Congress acd not the President 
would determine whether the men 
should be held for more than 12 
months. “ They ‘can~ be -held only 
when “the Congress has. declared 
that the national,interest is im- 
periied.” In conformity with the 
Jaw Gen. Marshall has now gone 
back to Ciungress. 

The law, vhich now requires 
Gen. Marahall to ask, Congress for 


with the spirit and intent of the 
Constitution and with the. tradi- 
tions of liberty in the English- 
speaking countries. The ultimate 
control o2 the army is the historic 
power vy which the legislature op- 
poses usarpation at home or wars 
of conquest abroad. This, rather 
than the somewhat academic and 
legalistic power “to declare war,” 
is the effective power of the repre- 
sentative legislature in the whole 
process of war and peace. 

In reserving the right to say 
whether the Army authorized a 
year ago is now to be maintained, 
or reduces, or even. in cffect large- 
ly disbanded as an effective force, 
Congress was assuming a respon- 
sibility which in any free country 
cught to rest upon the legislature.

But if by any chance it now re- 
fuses Gen. Marshall’s request, or 
subjects it to emasculating amend-

which in 1776 and in 1861, not to 
speak of 1812, caused immense un- 
necessary sacrifice and very nearly 
led to disaster. The problem of the

beset Washington in the Revolu- 
tionary War and Lincoln in the 
Civil War.

The disastrous and humiliating 
battle of Bull Run, which very 
nearly resulted in the loss of the 
war, was almost certainly precipi- 
tated because the army was melt- 
ing away. It was certainly lost, 
because on the day of the battle 
“some of the volunteers and mili- 
tia had been mustered into the 
service less than a month; the 
term of service of all the. regi- 
ments of militia was on the eve 
of expiring.” Thus “discipline, the 
only sure bond of cohesion, was 
entirely lacking.” (Upton p. 246.)

LIMITED SEIZURE 
BILL 


Measure Restricts 


Defense Items. 


‘ 


WASHINGTON, July 18 (AP).— 


The Senate Military Affairs Com-| 


mittee has given unanimous ap- 
proval ‘to a defense property sei2- 
ure bill shorn of many features 
which aroused controversy on its 
submission to Congress more than 


a month ago. 

In reporting the measure yes- 
terday to the Senate for considera- 
tion, probably Monday, the com- | 
mittee eliminated provisions which 
would have permitted the Presi- 
dent to requisition “any property” 
he deemed necessary for defense. 

It restricted such seizures — 
which army officials said had been 
made necessary by hoarding of es- 
sential defense supplies and the 
recalcitrance of some owners of 
vital equipment—to specific de- 
fense items. 

Under the bill’s terms there 
would include “any military or 
naval equipment, supplies or mu- 
nitions or component parts there- 
of, or machinery, tools or materi- 
als necessary for the manufacture, 
servicing or, operation of such 
equipment.” ; 

The committee-approved version 
provided that the President must 


and impending “and such as will 
not admit of delay or resort to 
any other source of supply.” 

Moreover, it specified that all 
other means of obtaining the prop- 
erty on fair and reasonable terms 
must be exhausted before it can, 
be seized. 

Operation of the proposed act 
was’ limited to the period ending 
June 30, 1943, and return of the 
seized property to its owners be- 
fore Dec. 31, 1943, was required. 
The President would be directed 
to report to Congress on opera- 
tions of the act every six months,

SOCIAL SECURITY 
TAX RISE UNDER 
OFFICIAL STUDY 


Increase Would Help Head 
Off Inflation and Make 
More Money Available 
for Defense. 


WASHINGTON, July 18 (AP).— 
The possibility of heavy increases 
in social security taxes, to. help 
head off inflation and to make 
more millions available for defense 
financing, was reported under in- 


ury and Social Security officials. 
Some were said to favor increas- 
ing the present 1 per cent. tax on 


employers and employes to 3 or 5 
per Cent. Raising the rates, they 
said, would’ be one way of drain- 
ing off extra money which people 
might spend in ways that could 
cause inflation. 

There was no indication of an 
early decision on the proposal, 
however, 

The experts explain the potential 
need for the increased levies in 
this. manner: 

Because of the defense program, 
more persons are earning more 
money than ever before. At the 
same time, defense orders and pri- 


,| orities on such materials as alumi- 


num are cutting down the volume 
of consumer goods which people 
can buy with their money. 

The experts fear that people will 
bid against each other for the 
available ‘merchandise, pushing 
prices up to inflationary levels.

Attends: Cabinet Meeting. 


Hopkins attended a meeting of 
the British War Cabinet yesterday, 
and the parliamentary correspon- 
dent of the British Press Associa- 
tion referred to it as “an interest- 
ing precedent.” 

“The Prime Minister evidently 
decided that in wartime red tape 
formalities must be flung away 
and that if it was a useful thing 
for the ministers to have a first- 
hand talk with Mr. Hopkins—who 
is known to enjoy the absolute 
confidence of President Roosevelt 
—then there was no reason why 
he should not be present at the 
Cabinet meeting,” said the Press 
Association correspondent. 

“Although Mr. Hopkins is Mr. 
Roosevelt’s representative here, he 
holds no ministerial rank, which 
in normal times might entitle him 
to attend such a meeting.” 

Hopkins, however, explained to- 
day that he didn’t know he was 
sitting in on a meeting. “I just 
dropped in and saw a lot of peo- 
ple Vd met when I was here be- 
fore,” he said.

NE of the most thrifling new 
Q) cuarters in the history of 

aviation is being written by the 
young men of the United States 
air corps who are flying Boeing 
24’s between the United States 
Great Britain on the new bi-weekly 
service. Harry L, Hopkins, Amer- 
ican lease-lend co-ordinator, ar- 
rived by way of this service yes- 
terday. 

Working on a pretty strenuous 
schedule, these young men pilot 
the big planes across the Atlantic 
with about as much fuss as Joe 
Doakes makes on the New York- 
Chicago run. Although called a 
“through service,” actually the 
important American military men 
and officials who come to Britain 
take a “local plane” to their tak- 
ing-off spot. There they board the 
Boeing and for 10 hours fly over 
the ocean, 

Look London Over. 

Three of the crew of Hopkins’ 
plane came to London yesterday 
for a brief visit before their return 
trip. They wanted to see what 
bombs had done to the British capi- 
tal. And their interest was not 
entirely detached. Two of them 
had been trying out new American 
bombs before they were ordered to 
fly this new service route. They 
reached the conclusion that a blast 
would not have the same effect on 
the concrete and steel structures of 
American cities that it had had on 
the brick buildings. which comprise 
so large a part of London. 

The only time we left the offi- 
cial car to inspect the ruins of Lon- 
don’s Middle Temple, the members 
of the debris squads stopped their 
work to gaze on the unfamiliar 
uniforms of the United States army 
Air Corps. Their hasty departure 
gave the boys no time to gather 
together civilian clothes. We 
reached one building as the work- 
ers: were about to pull down a high 
wall. The crash of the wall and 
the cloud of plaster dust gave the 
aviators an idea of how London 
sounds and looks during a real 
raid, 

Col, William J. Donovan and 
Harry Hopkins, during their last 
visits, were both impressed by the 
need for better and quicker com- 
munications between the United 
States and Great Britain than was 
provided by the Lisbon-London 
plane and the Clipper. The hun- 
dreds of Amcrican and _ British 
technical and military experts who 
are constantly going back and 
forth have been held up by the 
bottleneck at Lisbon and the lim- 
ited accommodations on the Clip- 
per.

citizens to resist Hitler and Nazi-ism.” 

| Mr, Lindbergh now has responded to these charges 
in a letter to the President. He explains the cir- 
cumstances of his Nazi decoration, denies that he 
has any connection with any foreign government; 
invites the President to have the Ickes charges in- 
vestigated and states that, if they are proved false, 
he expects an apology from Mr. Ickes, 

This is the dignified way of meeting the grave 
charges the Secretary of the Interior has made, And, 
whatever the merits of the two men’s opinions, 
there can be no doubt that Lindbergh, the private 
citizen; has borne himself with vastly greater dignity 
than Ickes, the Cabinet officer, in his savage out- 
bursts against the flyer in recent months. 

Lindbergh has been often and severely criticised 
for his acceptance of the German medal, It would 
undoubtedly have been a popular move, and a dis- 
creet one, if he had returned the decoration. But, as 
he points out in his letter, Lindbergh got the award 
while engaged in activities requested by the Ameri- 
can Ambassddor. It should also be recalled that 
our national defense benefited by those activities. To 
quote from an article by Arthur Krock in the New 
York Times, reprinted on this page Feb. 6, 1939: 

The point his critics have missed is that Col. 
Lindbergh throughout has been an official 
American reporter and adviser on aviation, that 
this Government has been the chief beneficiary 
of his information and technical appraisal (on 
the German air force) ... When the new flying 
fleet of the United States begins to take to the 
air, among those who will have been responsible 
for its size, its modernness and its efficiency is 
Col. Lindbergh. 

There are greater. issues involved in this feud, 
however, than a Nazi medal and Lindbergh’s ideas 
about the war. Among those issues are national 
unity and freedom of expression. 

Many people, even among those who join him, in 
hoping this country can keep out of the shooting, 
disagree with certain of Lindbergh’s ideas about the 
war. He has made some questionable statements, 
and has used some arguments that border on the 
fantastic. That is not the point, however. 

The point is this: Can a private citizen express 
his point of view, even an unpopular point of view, 
without being howled down by high Government of- 
ficials and plastered with smear epithets? 

By American tradition, arguments are met with 
arguments, not with name-calling. Ickes hag the 
privilege of analyzing Lindbergh’s statements and 
trying to refute them. To dismiss his statements as 
Nazi propaganda is neither logic nor fair play. 

William Allen White, former chairman of the 
interventionist Committee to Defend America by 
Aiding the Allies, believes in free speech for anti- 
interventionists. “Let ‘em alone,” he says in the 
editorial reprinted on this page today. To Mr. 
White, their views are “goofy but sincere.” The 
right of free speech covers “goofy” ideas, too, if their 
advocates can get an audience. 

Wendell Willkie, another who dissents vigorously 
from Lindbergh’s views, yesterday expressed hope 
the administration would call off its “constant, bitter 
attacks” on critics, and that orderly discussion would 
displace “adolescent name-calling.” Later, he re- 
buked a crowd that booed Lindbergh’s name. 

Much is heard nowadays about national unity. 
But is real unity to be attained by what Mr. White 
terms “slapping down the ears” of those who dis- 
agree with official policy? On the surface, national 
unity exists in Germany and Italy, too. We don’t 
want that kind of enforced unity here. We want a 
unity based on common, spontaneous faith in demo- 
cratic institutions, and a solid national determina- 
tion to defend those institutions. 

National defense is the biggest item of business 
before the country today. Lindbergh has often urged 
an impregnable national defense; so have the other 
anti-war spokesmen. 

It is time for everybody to calm down, quit name- 
calling and join in helping the defense program.

Here is a microcosm of the whole problem of 
price inflation. Persuasion simply is not potent 
enough to offset the pressure of legitimate demand 
and the illegitimate desire to “make a Killing while 
there’s a chance.” Even the industrialist who is 
willing to go along with the Henderson program 
hesitates because he cannot be sure that raw material 
prices will stay in line, 

The great virtue of Bernard M. Baruch’s price 
plan is that it would eliminate this difficulty by 
“freezing” all costs as of a specified date, leaving 
adjustments to be made later. Some immediate 
hardships would arise if such an order were issued, 

Henderson favors a modification. He would build 
ceilings over specific prices as inflationary trends 
made themselves felt. This procedure is not perfect 
either, because prices might sweep into ascending 

irals much more quickly than Henderson could 
get around to each and every one of them. 

But one thing would go a long way to make 
almost any decision effective. That is a clear in- 
dication that the administration means to be just 
as fair as is humanly possible. Henderson appar- 
ently is ready to go a long way in this direction, 


-having plans for industry-wide committees which 


would be consulted before any action is taken, and 
for courts of appeal which would speedily relieve 
grievances afterward. 

If there is apathy on the part of any Congressman 
toward this question, let him remember that lack 
of controls may double or triple the cost of defense. 
Let him recall Woodrow Wilson’s words: ’ 

“Prices mean the efficiency or inefficiency of 
the nation, They mean victory or defeat.” 
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TO STOP AN OUTRAGEOUS WASTE. 

If the so-called Lauf resolution to submit an 
amendment repealing the non-partisan court. amend- 
ment goes on the ballot next yéar, the people of 
Missouri will be put to needless expense and effort. 
They will be forced to go over exactly the same 
ground they covered last year in adopting the amend- 
ment to lift their courts out of the mire of bossism. 


Is there no way out of this wasteful referendum? | 


There may not be, yet it is worth looking into. 

The people spoke, and spoke deliberately, last No- 
vember. They want to give the non-partisan court 
amendment a fair trial. The submission of a re- 
pealer by the Legislature is a gross violation of 
the will of the voters of this State. Something is 
seriously. wrong when democratic processes can be 
so prostituted without redress for the victims. 

The Missouri Institute for the Administration of 
Justice organized the educational campaign through 
which the people: of Missouri were informed on the 
non-partisan court plan. If it will check into the 
law and court decisions, it may find the means for 
saving Missouri a wasteful referendum next year. 
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THEY DID NOT HAVE TO WAIT! 

However wroth Missoirians in general may be 
with those who “represented” them in Jefferson City 
during the recent legislative session, their anger and 
their disillusionment can hardly compare with that 
of those on relief. The poor did not have to wait long 
to feel the scourge of legislative irresponsibility. 

Against all warnings thalfPs9 000,000 would hardly 
be enough for direct relief during the biennium, the 
men in Jefferson City hacked the appropriation down 
to $6,000,000—with $2,000,000 of that sum already 
spent since the January crisis. 

The effort to stretch the remaining $4,000,000 
over 18 months, including two winters, began Tues- 
day—actually a day before Gov. Donnell signed the 
appropriation bill—with an order from the State 
Social Security Commission that all single persons, 
who may be classed as “employable,” and all couples, 
one of whose members may be so classified, are to be 
denied help on and after Aug. 1, 

This is almost a joke—a cruel one. There was 
such a shortage of money during the last few years 
that relief workers were compelled to deny appli- 
cations where there was the slightest indication of 
“employability” so that there could be a mite for 
those accepted, Social service agencies in all parts 
of the State informed the Legislature of the extent 
of the misery that thus went unrelieved. Now the 
commigsion hopes to get rid of more than 1100 single 
persons and an undetermined number of families poor 
enough even to qualify under those rigid tests! 

In the face of the criminal inadequacy of the 
direct relief appropriation, the commission has little 
choice but to fall back on such desperate expedients. 

Is it already time to plan a special session? What 
other device can be found to end this situation? 
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PEPPER’S IDEA FOR AID TO WEYGAND. 

There are two facts.that argue strongly against 
Senator Pepper’s proposal that the United States 
send war materials to Gen. Weygand, with the under- 
standing that he will use them to prevent German 
occupation of Dakar. ? 

The first fact is the shortage of war materials. 
Our factories are behind schedule in many phases 
of production for America’s own defense program. 
Our forces are short of planes, tanks and artillery 
even for training, let alone defense. Britain needs 
far more weapons and supplies than we have been 
able to send, There are demands also for aid to 
China and Russia. Arming Weygand now would 
mean reducing our own arms supplies and the 
shipments to Britain. 

The second pertinent fact is the uncertain status 
of Gen, Weygand. Is he firmly pro-Vichy, or can 
he be wooed away? The British have had no success 
thus far in winning him over. They got no help 
from Weygand in their ill-fated attack on Dakar, 
when his armies were still intact, He has shown no 
signs of supporting the Free French forces of Gen. 
de Gaulle, even when opportunity offered in Syria. 
American co-operation with Weygand would, by all 
present signs, be a risky business,

Sale of $3,353,000 in defense bonds 
of all denominations in the week 
ended yesterday was reported to- 
day by the Federal Reserve Bank 
of St. Louis, for this district, com- 
prising parts of eight states. 

Sales of the larger denomination 
bonds, series F and G, were $2,060,- 
000, compared with $1,600,000 in the 
preceding week. Of last week’s 
sales about $1,170,000 represented 
purchases in St. Louis and vicinity. 

Total sales since May 1 of the 
F and G bonds in the district are 
$31,840,000, and.-of the smallest 
bonds, series E, $11,198,000. 

Last week’s sales of series E 
bonds were $1,009,000 by the bank’s 
689 qualified issuing agents, and 
$284,000 by the bank itself. Total 
sales of bonds of all denominations 
since May 1 were $43,038,000. 

In addition, the St. Louis Post- 
office last week sold $124,593 of

- The American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ Association had filed @ pe- 
tition challenging the commission’s 
authority and asking that the in- 
vestigation @e dropped. 

The petition of the publishers 
said the FCC was without power 
under the Constitution of the 
United States to lay down a poli- 
cy, “the purpose of which is to 
bar persons, firms or corporations 
engaged in the newspaper pub- 
lishing business from engaging in 
the radio broadcast business.” 

The Newspaper-Radio Commit- 
tee said it would make a state- 
ment through counsel at the open-* 
ing of the hearings next Wednes- 
day, but that it would not then be 
in position to make an affirmative 
presentation of evidence or to 
specify what evidence it may de- 
sire to introduce. 

The Newspaper-Radio Commit- 
tee is cOuposed of persons inter- 
ested in both newspaper and 
broadcasting operation.

leys, in countless detours. Pres- 
ently we were on a hill road with 
trees around us and a white picket 
fence flashing along on our left. 

“We'll probably get there all 
right now,” said the major. “There 
won't be many more houses to fall 
on us until we get to the top of 
the slope, and Heinie seems to be 
busy somewhere else, anyway.” 

He was not quite right about 
that. The din back in the area 
from which he had come went on 
without letup, but that did not 
stop one Heinie, who must have 
been an individualist, from tossing 
a stick of bombs into the battery 
area just as we arrived at the gate. 
We diyed out of the cab and flat- 
tened ourselves, lay still until we 
were about to freeze solid and 
then more or less crawled to the 
emplacements, where much the 
same performance went on all 
night. 

The Press Officer had been at 
least half right. The Nazis were 
interested in this battery, and 
every five or 10 minutes’ they 
czopped some new token to dem- 
onstrate it' The bombing wasn’t 
too gooc, but good enough to sat- 
isfy the severest local critic. Five 
or six times fragments clattered 
against the steel shiélds about the 
guns, and more often than that 
sod and gravel were strewn across 
the entire ~osition. 

“We're been knocking him down 
new and again,” said the Major.

Gun Muzzles in Moonlight. 


It was a weird scene even to 
a couple of visitors . thought 
they’d had some experience with 
artillery. In the moonlight that 
developed all too brilliantly one 
could see the long muzzles of the 
!'2 guns pointing straight up and 
waving back and forth like beck- 
oning fingers. 

One marveled at their co-ordi- 
nation until realizing that all four 
of them were automatically follow- 
ing the movement of a knob in the 
hands of lad in the control dug- 
out. Now -nd then they fired, and 
the whole of a wooded hillside 
turned orange and bright in the 
flash. This battery stood out there 
on a bald knob, uncamouflaged, 
where any Nazi pilot who dared 
to come near enough might take a 
look at it. 

“But, of course, they don’t come,” 
said the Major.

If. an 
ack-ack battery isn’t good enough 
to protect itself then it’s not 
worth its powder. And we think 
we’re pretty good—or maybe I 
told you that.” 

Despité the generous ration of 
clunks dropped on our hills as the 
evening progressed, it was obvious 
we occupied only a minor spot in 
the concern of the Nazis; By 1 
o'clock a terrific fire had sprung 
up in Northeast London and 
seemed to be spreading. The visit- 
ing bombers were feeding it with 
“Molotov bread baskets” (I won- 
der what they call them now) and 
other flaming provender and pres- 
ently the whole sky.in that direc- 
tion was aglow to a height of 2000 
or 3000 feet. 

Major Retrospective. 

Our battery fired and swung and 
fired and swung.

JOHN C, BRECKENRIDGE DIES; 
TREASURY AID. UNDER WILSON 


Great-Grandson of Former Vice- 
President Succumbs to Heart 
Attack at York, Me. 
YORK, Me. July 18 (AP), — 
John C, Breckenridge, 70 years 
old, who served as Assistant Sec- 


retary of the Treasury under Pres- 
ident Woodrow Wilson, died here 


| today of a heart ailment. 


A retired corporation. lawyer, 
Breckenridge, a great-grandson of 
John C. Breckenridge, fourteenth 
Vice-President of the United 
States, was taken ill at the home 
his family had maintained for 
nearly half a century and died be- 
fore he reached a hospital. 

Breckenridge was attached to 
the United §States Embassy at 
London during the World War. 

Surviving are his wife, the for- 
mer Miss Isabella Goodrich of the 
Goodrich. Rubber Co. interests; a 
daughter, Mrs. Jefferson Patter- 
son, wife of the First Secretary of 
the United States Embassy at 
Lima, Peru; two sons, Charles D. 
G. Breckenridge, New York attor- 
ney, and Robert Breckenridge of 
York, and a sister, Mrs. John C. 
Ten Eyck of New York City.

So about 150 men, very few: of, 
whom wanted to die just then, 
stood around and, as vain males 
will always do in the presence of 
other vain males, put on a very 
hammy and unconvincing show of 
indifference. 

You might be reduced to your 
basic molecules in a fraction of 
the next minute. (There’s a ton 
of cordite in one of these gadgets.) 
But you mustn’t let anybody know 
it meant anything to you. The 
rules of this complicated game 
might allow you to run if you 
could reach any point where you’d 
be safer than at present and reach 
it in time; but there’s. no such 
point closer than a quarter of a 
mile. Besides, everybody couldn't 
go dashing away from the bat- 
tery. Therefore nobody ought to 


go.

AMUSEMEN'SS 
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Old Cathedral Having Face 
Cleaned After 107 Years 


Workmen., Report Limestorie Walls Are in 


Excellent Condition 


and Mortar, Appar- 


ently the Original, Is Sound. 


Left in a G@ominant position now 
on cleared riverfront; and likely 
to remain so in any memorial 
which may be planned, the Old 
Cathedral on Walnut street near 
Second is having its limestone 


walls cleaned for what is believed 
to be the first time in its 107 
years, 

The simple but stately edifice, 
now the parish Church of ‘St. 
Louis of France, was consecrated 
Oct. 26, 1834, 70 years after Auguste 
Chouteau and Pierre Laclede land- 
ed here from New Orleans and 
founded a trading post and the 
parish. Archives from that time 
are preserved in the museum at 
the cathedral. The building itself 
is a show place with the wrecking 
of the lesser structures which, 
through this century at least, had 
shut ooff the view of it in a sec- 
tion of increasing shabbiness. 

That and the cleaning, disclosing 
both the attractiveness and effects 
of age, call for further restoration, 
said the pastor, Mgr. Mark K. 
Carroll. The inscriptions on the 
front of the building, nearly oblit- 
erated by grime, are to be re- 
lettered. At each side of the facade, 
in French and English, is a line 
from the Psalms, “My house shall 
be called the House of Prayer,” and 
in Latin, French and English, “Be- 
hold the Tabernacle of God with 
men.” 

“In about three months,”  re- 
marked Father Carroll, “we'll have 
a beautiful church.” 


Despite its age, said the Na- 
tional Building Cleaning Co. su- 
perintendent on the job, the stone 
remains in excellent condition. 
Patches of scale on the front, 
attributed to the action of mois- 
ture, heat and cold causing sep- 
aration of slivers of stone 
% to % inch thick are expected 
to leave the surface unmarred. 
The front showed greater ef- 
fects of weathering than the sides, 
though no greater increment of 
a century of soot. This was pos- 
sibly owing in part, judged the 
expert, to greater exposure to 
moisture, but probably more to 
its smooth surface. It is of cut 
Bedford limestone, in contrast to 
the rough Carthage (Mo.) lime 
stone of the sides. 

Workmen starting in on the west 
wall found no indication the orig- 
inal mortar has ever been re- 
placed or that it is likely to need 
replacing for many years to come. 
The walls are bead-jointed, ex- 
plained the superintendent; that 
is, the stones» a few inches thick 
and a little more than a foot long, 
* joined by mortar that extends 
f@rther than the surface of the 
stones, but even these beads are 
unbroken. 

The job, begun last Monday, is 
expected to require 14 to 15 days. 
The process is that of a low-pres- 
sure blast of compressed aif and 
silica sand crysials, adopted in the 
place of a vapor spray because of 
the long time the walls have had 
to absorb grime from St. Louis’ 
formerly surcharged atmosphere. 


CHAMBER URGES VETO OF BILL 
ON APPOINTMENT OF DEPUTIES 


Measure Permitting Unlimited 
Number of Aids Is Held Likely 
‘to Restore Speed Traps. 
Girard C. Varnum, president of 
the St. Louis County Chamber of 
Commerce, was authorized by di- 
rectors of the chamber last night 
to request Gov. Forrest C. Donnell 
to veto a bill passed in the recent 
session of the Legislature which 
would permit Constables to ap- 
point an unlimited. number of 
deputies. Directors asserted that 
the bill, which would repeal a 1939 
law limiting the number of depu- 
ties, might bring about a return 
of speed traps in the county. Gov. 
Donnell also has been asked to 
veto it by Gustav Vahikamp, secre- 
tary of the Automobile Club of Mis- 

souri. 

State Senator Joseph A. Falzone, 
who assisted in drawing it up, at 
the request of the St. Louis Coun- 
ty Constables’ Association, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that fear 
of speed traps was unfounded, as 
the bill provided deputies could 
not receive fees for arrests. Ob- 
ject of the bill, Senator Falzone 
said, was to enable constables to 
appoint school custodians as spe- 
cial deputies so they could direct 
traffic near the schools. Prose- 
cuting Attorney Stanley Wallach, 
who favors-the bill for the same 
reason, has written Gov. Donnell 
requesting him not to veto it.

Wash and crush berries; add 
sugar and lemon juice and stir 
until sugar is dissolved.

Add 
to raspberries and stir well; chill 
until mixture begins to congeal. 
Beat egg whites until stiff; add

Judge J. Harvey McFarland of Pemiscot County Is

CARUTHERSVILLE, Mo., July 18. 


HENEVER anything needs 
fixing in Pemiscot County, 
Harve McFarland is called in 
to fix it. Judge McFarland he is 
entitled to be called, for he is 
serving his third term as Presiding 
Judge of the County Court, and J. 
Harvey McFarland is the way he 
signs his name, but to everybody 
in Pemiscot County he is Harve. 
Fixing financial affairs is his 
specialty. When any kind of a 
money wagon breaks down, they 
send for Harve and he comes on 
the trouble wagon and patches it 
up and gets it rolling again. His 
one big: job, though, has been get- 
ting the county out of the ditch 
when it was mired to the hubs 
and keeping it out. It took a 
miracle man to do that. Harve 
was the miracle man but he won't 
admit it. He snorts when ‘he is 
praised for it. It was just a com- 
mon ‘sense job, he says, and: trails 
off into indignant sputterings. 
Nine years ago Pemiscot County 
was in about as bad a financial fix 
as a county could be in without 
going into the hands of a receiver. 
It was $100,000 in the hole, mostly 
on outstanding warrants. In ad- 
dition, there were bills aggregat- 
ing at least $10,000 more which*the 
County Court had not allowed, al- 
though they were undisputed, 


simply because there was no pos- 


sible way to pay them, or so it 
seemed, It was impossible under 
the conditions that then existed in 
the county. : 

There had been extensive drai 
age operations. The farmers, al- 
though they benefited. by the op- 
erations, were unable to pay the 
assessments that were made 
against them. Many of them had 
lost their farms. Hoped-for Gov- 
ernment aid had not then been re- 
ceived. Holders of county war- 
rants were able to turn them into 
money, if at all, only at a 10 per 
cent discount. 


Leading men of the county got 


together and talked it over. At the 


center of the situation was the 
County Court, composed, as in all 
Missouri counties, of three men, a 
presiding Judge and two district 
Judges. It handled all the finan- 
cial affairs of the county, looking 
after roads and bridges, paupers, 
court costs, jail expense and every- 
thing calling for the expenditure 
of county funds. The men who 
had been serving on the court 
were plain citizens without ex- 
traordinary capacity and they had 
not been equal to the job. What 
was needed, it was agreed, was a 
man on the County Court who 
could bring order out of chaos and 
get the county out of the hole in 
which it had bogged down. There 
was only one man in the county 
who could do the job—Harve Mc- 
Farland. But would he take it? 
There was no assurance that he 
would. He had once been Sheriff 
and County Collector, but in his 
later life he had taken no part in 
public affairs and was known to 
have a distaste for politics, as far 
as he was personally concerned. 
J. M. Reeves, lawyer, one of Mc- 
Farland’s best friends, was induced 
to put it up to him. 


“I don’t want it, Jim,” said 
Harve, “and I won’t file as a candi- 
date and I won’t do a thing to be 
elected, but if I’m elected I will 
take it.” 

That was enough. The Demo- 
crats put him on their ‘primary 
ticket and he was nominated and 
elected.

Harve McFarland peeled off his 
coat and tackled the job. The

He began by-cutting expenses to 
the bone, pressing for the payment 
of taxes andincreasing them wher- 
ever it could in fairness be done. 
There were many places where this 
could be done because for years 
there had been neglect in this re- 
gard. There were many instances 
of assessment on the acreage basis 
of land that was being used for 
highly profitable enterprises. In- 
cluded in these were the road 
houses and night clubs, more or 


less lawless, that dotted the high-. 


ways. Harve McFarland saw to it 
that the assessments of these were 
raised from a few dollars to thou- 
sands, including one operated on

til it rains, when they sudden- 
ly burst out into a series of spec- 
tacular cascades and waterfalls. 
That is because the gutters are 
stopped up. They should be un- 
stopped. 

Gutters are placed with an eye 
to being just outside the reach of 
@ person perched on the highest 
available ladder. They must, there- 
fore, be attacked by way of the 
roof. The proper equipment for 
attacking a gutter is an Alpine 
stock, a hat with a feather in it, 
and a yodel, However, the feather 
may be dispensed with a broom- 
stick substituted for a stock, while 
a yodel is just a matter of prac- 
tice. 

Access to the roof, of which the 
gutter forms the outer trimming, 
may be attained through a win- 
dow, after dislocating the flyscreen 
and disentangling yourself from 
the curtains. Roofs differ in their 
height from the ground, but they 
invariably allow enough space for 
the breaking of a leg or a neck. 

Once out of the window you are 
faced with a series of problems, 
the correct solution of which 
makes mountain climbing such an 
exhilarating and adventurous 
sport. Every forward step must 
be calculated in advance and use 
made of window shutters and sim- 
ilar projections suitable for cling- 
ing, in an effort to defeat the laws 
of gravity and to prevent yourself 

ming a human avalanche. 

: Your object is to hold firmly to 
a shutter or projection with your 
left hand, while you reach out and 
poke at the choked gutter with 
the broomstick in your right hand, 
Bear in mind that a chain is no 
stronger than its weakest link and 
avoid snapping. 

If the broomstick reaches and 
the gutter is unstopped, you may 
begin your return journey. Ar-
